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RAISED THE TAXES.
SQUARED UP WITH JUSTICE.

A Farmer Who Enew How to Invite
a Big Deal and Profit by it.

The Texas Judge was giying the
Washington Star reporter a few wild
steers, 8o Lo epeak, on the manners and
customs of the people of his greatest
and second-to-none State in the glo-
rious galaxy of the Union, or words to
that effect.
